The specifications in the building 
life of m an, yet it is twenty* years 
this m onth th a t the g ran ite quarry 
a t Bear M ountain has supplied the 
best red g ranite and the small in­ 
dention m ade in the m ass of m oun­ 
tain is insignificant. 
Win. and Emil 
Nagel took up m onum ental work and 
qu arry in g 
of g ranite 
started 
by 
Frank Teich in 1888 a t which time 
the colum ns of the City Hall a t San 
A ntonio w ere made. 
The*. spkMV^stion* in tho building 
con tract * called fo r T exas best red 
granite and this was the beginning 
of the g ran ite industry in Gillespie 
county. 
Teich worked the 
granite 
from B ear M ountain for about four 
years, on account of poor transpo r­ 
tation 
facilities he was forced to 
abandon the work here. 
In 1901 Jo e Wild sta rted a m onu­ 
m ental work at F redericksburg and 
secured stone from Bear Mountain. 
A t this time the fro n t at th ’ Bank of 
Fred ericksb urg w as built. 
This yard 
was discontinued in 1904. 
In O ctober 1904 a fte r reading in 
a local paper th a t Mr. Wild had clos­ 
ed his m onum ental works, Wm. and 
Emil Nagel came here and took up 
the work of qu arry in g and finishing 
gran ite fo r m onum ents and building. 
Ju st a fte r sta rtin g business a di­ 
ploma and bronze medal was aw arded 
the Bear M ountain g ran ite by the 
W orld’s F air at St. Louis and given 
to Nagel 
B rothers. 
This diploma 
and medal may be seen at their office 
today. 
The first finishing plant was locat­ 
ed or. 
R obert P en n ig e r’s property, 
west o f the court house square. 
On 
account of increase in 
volume 
of 
work, a larger place had to be secur­ 
ed. 
The new plant was erected on 
it0 present location and in the course 
of tim e m ore and more m achinery 
was added. 
Bear M ountain was originally in­ 
cluded in three surveys, EUebratch, 
W iederm ann, and Jung. 
The Klle- 
bratch survey was purchased by the 
present owners, Nagel 
Bros., from 
Joe Moritz in 1905, the W iederm ann 
survey was acquired through Theo. 
Etahl in 1908, the balance of Bear 
M ountain was bought from 
Louis 
Ju n g in 1913. 
This 
gave 
Nagel 
Bro*, com plete ow nership of 
Bear 
M ountain and it w as at this time that 
three more bro th ers were added to 
the paten ersh ip ; Rudolf, Otto, and 
A rthur. 
Bear M ountain, consisiting of 83 
acres of fine red granite, stands out 
am ong hills of limestone form ation, 
seemingly the woik of some kind of 
eruption perhaps thousands of years 
ago. 
On th e extrem e top of the 
m ountain is a large boulder cal cd 
balanced rock which is a 
massive 
stone w,th an estim ated weight of IT 
tons, resting on th ree small points. 
This rock has a ttra c te d the attention 
of tourists and m any of them come 
thousands of miles for a special trip 
to the m ountain to see this w onder 
of nature. 
The first q u arry was opened on the 
west side n ear the present 
road. 
The q u arry was la te r opened on the 
east side w here it was operated for 
ten years. 
The location of the pres­ 
ent q u arry is on the south side of 
the m ountain. 
H ere is probably the 
best opening of any q u arry in Texas. 
The granite is found in ledges, with 
a depth of abo ut 30 feet and a width 
of 30 feet or more. 
This form ation 
tog ether with the equipm ent of large 
gas 
engine, 
com pressor, 
derrick, 
power hoist, and m o dem air drillers 
m akes q u arry ing com paratively easy. 
A p art of this equipm ent has been 
installed recently. 
Since a new derrick of massive size 
has been erected a n um ber of large 
stones, weighing 3 to 5 tons, have 
been taken from the qu arry. 
Some 
of these large stones have been ship­ 
ped to South Carolina 
and 
other 
eastern points. 
The local wholesale 
plant has also been furnished with 
practically all of the stone used by 
them . 
The governm ent analysis 
shows 
that the B ear M ountain red granite 
is one of the h ard est and 
toughest 
granites in the United States. 
This 
quality makes it the best granite for 
polishing and the c on trast 
of the 
letterin g is known to be the best. 
In practically every cem etery 
in 
this section of the state you will find 
graves m arked with this beautiful 
led granite. 
M any buildings, such 
as school houses, churches, and busi­ 
ness houses, have been m arked with 
cornerstones of th is red granite. In 
m any cases Nagel Bros, practically 
donated cornerstones, m ost of which 
w ert finished in the plant here which 
is grow ing in size from year to year. 
At present th ere are employed at 
the plant in Fredericksburg and at 
the qu arry a t Bear M ountain fifteen 
men. 
D uring the tw enty years th at 
the industry has flourished, m any a 
dollar has been brought into Gillespie 
county, again to be spent here. 
A k you approach B ear M ountain 
you can see to the right of the roac 
the pow er house an d the tool house 
of Nagel Bros. 
The large gasoline 
engine is used to pum p w ater, aharp- 
en tools, a n ti m ostly to keep th e air 
tan k filled w ith com pressed air. b ro m 


oka *ar‘k the air is piped for some 


j n u ym r(! n to tile quxrcy where the 
drilling is done with tools operated 
with compressed air. 
W henever a stone is to be broken 
• 
jI mi ,Mrjrer mass, a line of holes 
is drilled, somtimes as many as 200 
about 4 inches apart and 5 to 6 inches 
deep. 
Into these holes iron w edges 
are driven in between iron springs. 
The pressure on 
these w edges is 
gradually increased until the rock 
creeks. 
\\ honevcr a piece o f rock 
is to be broken out for the full depth, 
holeh are (hilled to a depth of about 
seven feet. 
These holes are drilled 
so that the lines taper, being farther 
apart as you get dee)>ed. 
The rock 
is then crackeed open by 
placing 
small loads of blasting powder. 
It 
often takes six or eight loads to final­ 
ly complete the crack. 
The other day when the writer vis­ 
ited the quarry a rock of dimensions 
approximately 5 by 18 by 8 feet had 
been loosened from the main rock. 
A small load of blasting powder was 
used to shove this rock away from 
the main body. 
Now this rock is 
readv to be broken into smaller parts 
and then to be shipped to the works 
at Fredericksburg. 
This little rock 
which was mentioned above weighs, 
according to Mr. Nagel, som ething 
like 15 tons. 
The granite industry is one of the 
chief industries of Gillespie county. 
To th** persistent effort 
of Nagel 
Bros, is due the fact that this untold 
natural resource of our county is be­ 
ing transform ed into wealth. 
May 
the industry succeed in years to come 
as it has in years gone by.— F re d e r­ 
icksburg Tost.
